this  encouragement  on  the  part  of  the 
legislature,  a  State  Socicly  was  incor- 
porated in  1832.  The  county  socie- 
ties report  to  the  State,  while  the 
State  makes  its  report  to  the  legisla- 
ture. This  system  generally  prevails 
in  most  of  the  States. 

In  this  great  land  where  agriculture 
is  carried  on  so  extensively.these  fairs 
afford  a  grand  opportunity  to  inspect 
the  various  products  of  the  farm.  Not 
entirely  these  either,  but  the  results 
of  manufacturer.lhe  artist,the  painter, 
the  mechanic,  arc*  all  tastefully  exhib- 
ited.   For  instance, the  farmer  has 
exhibition  his    finest  potatoes  and 
squashes.    Side  by  side  with  his  are 
the  production  of    another.  They 
meet  and  exchange  ideas.    One  tells 
the  other  how  deep  bis  were  plat 
whether  or  not  he  used  much  phos- 
phate, and  thus  being  discussed 
this  manner  serves  to  bring  out  ideas 
which  benefit  one  as  much  as  the 
other.   This  process  might  be  carried 
on  through  all  the  different  things  on 
exhibition  and  a  like  result  reached. 
It  is  generally  understood  if  a  peison 
talks  on  a  subject,  he  will  think,  and 
thinking  will  begin  to  doubt,  and  by 
doubting  will  nine  times  out  of  ten 
form  some  opinion  of  his  own  respect- 
ing the  topic.    Let  it  be  understood 
our  farmen  arc  a  class  rf  readers, 
anxious  to  obtain  books  on  agricul- 
tural woik.    To  meet  this  growing 
demand  the  State  societies  act  as  a 
medium    in  distributing  broadcast 
throughout  our  land,  gratis,  books 
issued  by  them,  treating  on  this  sub- 
ject.   Whenever  It  happens  that  in 
collecting  facts  considerable  money 
is  expended,the  books  arc  then  sold  at 
an  extremely  low  price.  Thus  we  have 
teen  that  agriculture  in  the  United 
States  is  a  gieat  and  growing  industry, 
and  so  lon«  as  it  is  watcied  by  such 
pure,  instructive  and  noble  looks  it 
cannot  help  growing.    How  grand  is 
the  merciful  provision  of  our  Heaven' 
ly  Father,  the  precept  tha'.  "man  shall 
eat  his  bread  by  the  sweat  of  his 


brow."

W.  Barstow,  Duxbury;  and  Robert

Mr.  Lincoln  exhibited  a  very  pretty 
assortment  of  apples  with  pictures  on 
then  such  as  swine,  peacocks,  cows, 
hoises,  etc  This  collection  especially 
was  the  subject  of  much  comment 
among  fruit  growers,  and  no  few  ideas 
ere  advanced  concerning  such.  The 
writer  was  told  that  the  pictures  were 
produced  from  engravings  put  on  the 
apple  when  it  is  green,  and  as  the 
fruit  slowly  matures  the  pictures  in 
such  proportion  come  out  clearer  and 
clearer.

Cattle  Sheds  and  Pens. 
The  sbow  here  was  up  to  the  aver- 
age, and  worthy  of  notice  is  the  great 
exhibit  by  Walton  Hall,  who  recently 
purchased  the  Webster  Mansion.  He 
showed  40  head  of  swine,  200  head  of 
sheep  and  45  calves. 

As  compared  with  other  years,  there 
is  a  marked  change  in  the 
Poultry  and  Pigeon  Show 
for  the  better.  W.  A.  Hunt,  Duxbury, 
showed  a  pair  of  bronzed  turkeys;  E. 
Belcber,  Holbrook,  10  varieties  of 
pigeons.  But  by  far  the  best  showing 
was  made  by  H.  E.  Robbins  of  Soutb 
Hanover  He  exhibited  some  red 
fantail  pigeons,  red  booted  fantail, 
white,  wbite  crested,  black,  blue,  blue 
booted,  fantails;  black  winged  turbcts, 
white,  checkered,  blue  winged,  turbets;

the  opening  of  the  fair,  will  be  re- 
membered by  those  present  as  an  ex- 
tremely hot  da),  with  but  little  breeze. 
Oh,  so  warm!  People  were  very  fortu- 
nate if  they  could  find  a  shady  place 
to  rest  their  weary  form.  There  were 
some  very  "loud"  words  heard  whicb 
we  will  not  print,  but  suffice  it  to  say 
that  they  were  any  thing  put  compli- 
mentary to  the  weather.  The  ftrst  day 
at  a  fair  is  generally  devoted  to  view- 
ing the  various  exhibits,  and  conse- 
quently the  program  in  the  way  of 
entertainment  b  very  short.  What  00 
cured  in  this  direction  we  will  endea- 
vor to  tell  you.  At  12  o'clock  the 
ploughing  match  took   place.  The 
land  was  laid  off  in  bays,  the  contes- 
ts as  is  customary,  drew  lots  for 
positions,  resulting  as  follows:  Horses 
thout  driver, G.  F.  Peterson,  Marsh- 
field, 3  premium;  oxen  without  driver, 
Baldwin,    So.

Alden,  Duxbury;  who  afterwards 
withdrew.

The  first 
heat  was  won  by  R.  T.  Powers  in  2. 
58,  with  Geo.  Bradford,  second  and  H. 
A.  Baker,  third. 

Thursday. 
This  morning  tberc  must  have  been 
1  exciting  state  of  affairs  in  the 
heavens.  Old  Sol  was  completely 
shut  out.  He  tried  to  shine  but 
"Well,"  said  the  sun,  "if 
I  cannot  shine  people  will  stay  away 
from  the  fair  thinking  it  will  rain." 
The  clouds  and  wind  over  heard  him 
and  tried  to  console  his  grief,  but  he 
was  inconsolable,  "You  are  not  go- 
ing 10  shine  so  brightly  as  you  did 
yesterday  ;  we  arc  going  to  interfere," 
remarked  ihe  clouds  and  wind,  "f '11 
said  the  sun.  Then 
the  clouds  dispersed  like  the  enemy 
before  the  battle  axe  of  Coeur  de  Li- 
the fog  lifted;  the  wind  blew  a 
good  strong  breeze,  and  under  these 
auspices  opened  the  second  day  of 
the  fair.  The  program  was  long  as  it 
naturally  is  on  the  second  day.  The 
attendance  was  larger,  eacb  train 
arriving  bringing  its  complement  of 
people.  There  were  two  entries  for 
the  walking  horses  :  Henry  A  Baker 
of  Rockland  and  Alden  White  of 
Duxbury.  The  premiums  were  taken 
in  the  order  named — $4  and  $3.

J.  Alden,  Jr.,  S.  S.  Rich- 
ards. Following  this  was  an  exhibi- 
tion of  3  and  4  year  old  colts  foi 
premiums  of  $3  and  $4.  The  race 
was  between  Clarence  Taylor,  Marsh' 
field,  and  R.  T.  Powers  of  So.  Abing- 
ton.   Powers  won. 

The  Dinner. 
One  of  the  features  at  fairs  of  thii 
kind  is  the  dinner  This  year  undci 
G.  D.  Damon,  caterer,  it  was  a  grand 
success,  500  tickets  being  sold,  the 
largest  number  for  many  years  past. 
At  1  o'clock  the  procession  was  formed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chief, 
Marshal,  Col.  H.  A.  Oakman,  and 
headed  by  the  Plymouth  band  the 
"great  procession"  was  finally  lost  to 
sight,  as  one  by  one  the  ticket  holders 
entered  the  ball.  After  the  blessing 
had  been  invoked  by  Rev.  O.  L. 
Leonard,  a  missionary,  dinner  was 
served.  After  the  inner  man  had 
been  satisfied  speeches  were  in  order.
